The actual | 
receipts into the Treasury during the first quarter of | 
1833 were $6,966 437 09; and in the first quarter 
of 1834 were $4,435,386 13, exclusive of some ports 
not heard from. The Secretary of the ‘Treasury, so | 
far from seeing any reason to believe that the pro- | 
spective estimates in his annual report were exagge. | 
rated, expresses his confidence that the procceds of 
the public revenue for the present year will exceed 
those of last year, which were unusually large, and 
will exceed the estimate of his report by a million of 
dollurs. The report shows that the means of the 
Treasury, as derived from the sale of public lands, 
ate ina not less prosperous condition. ‘The receipts 
from that source for the first quarter of the present 
year amount to $1,398,206 18, exceeling the re- 
ceipts of the corresponding quarter of the last year 
$729,679 52; and from the returns already received 
jt is estimated that the receipts from the sale of 
lands of the two first quarters of the present year 
will be more than two thirds of the prospective esti- 
mate for the whole year as contained in the annual 
report. After this report had been presented, 

Mr. Webster moved to dixpense with the reading, 
and refer it to the Committee on Finance. 

Mr. Benton demanded the reading. 

The Secretary of the Senate resuined the reading, 
and completed it. 

Mr. Webster moved to refer and print it. 

Mr. Benton rose, and said that this report was ofa 
nature to deserve some attention, before it left the 
chamber of the Senate, and went to a coinmittee from 
which it might not return in time for consideration 
utthis session. It had been called for under circum. 
stances which attracted attention, and disclosed in- 
formation which deserved to be known. Yt was 
called for early in May, in the crisis of the alarm 
operations, anu with confident assertions that the 
answer to the call would prove the distress and the 
suffering ofthe country. It was confidently assert. 
ed that the Secretary of the Treasury had overesti- 
mated the revenues of the year ; that there would be 
® great falling off,—a decline,—a bankruptcy ; that 
confidence was destroyed,—enterprise checked,—in. 
dustry paralyzed,—commerce suspended! that the 
direful act of one man, in one dire order, had chang. 
ed the face of the ceuntry, from a scene of unparal. 
aed prosperity to a scene of unparalleled deso- 
ation: that the canal was a solitude, the lake a de- 
sert waste of water, the ocean without ships, the een. 
mercial towns deserted, silent, and sad ; orders for 
ge countermanded ; foreign purchases stopped ; 
< that the answer of the Secretary would prove all 
hag in showing the falsity of his ewn estimates, and 
‘ae great decline in the revenue and importations of 
‘ country. Suck were the assertions and predic- 
ions under whieh the call was made, and to whicli

this official report of the Secretary of the Treasury 
upon the stute of their own revenues, and of their 
own commerce, called for by an order of the Senate, 
is to be treated like an unwelcome and worthless in. 
truder; received without a word,—not even read,— 
slipped out upon a motion,—disposed of asthe Abbe 
Sieyes voted for the death of Louis the Six'eenth, 
mort sans phrase! death, without talk! But he, Mr. 
B., did not mean to suffer this report to be despatch. 
ed in this unceremonious and compendions style. Li 
had been called for to be given to the people, and 
the people should hear of it. It was not what was 
expected, but it is what is true, and what will rejoice 
the heart of every patriot in America. A_ pit was 
dug for Mr. Taney; the diggers of the pit have fal. 
len into it; the fault is not his; and the sooner they 
clainber out, the better for themselves. The peeple 
have a right to know the contents of this report, and 
know them they shall; and if there is any man in 
this America whose heart is so constructed as to 
grieve over the prosperity of his country, let him pre. 
pare himself for sorrow ; for the proof is fortheom. 
ing, that never, since our America had a place among 
nations, was the prosperity of the country equal to 
what it is at this day { 

Mr. B. then requested the Secretary of the Senate 
to send him the report, and comparative statement, 
which being done, Mr. B. opened the report, and 
went over the heads of it to show that the Secretary 
of the Treasury had not over-estimated the revenue 
of the year; that the revenue, was, in fact, superior 
to the estimate; and that the importations would 
equal, if not exceed, the highest amount that they 
had ever attained. 

To appreciate the statements which he should 
make, Mr. B. said it was necess ry for the Senate 
to recollect that the list of dutiable articles was now 
greatly reduced. Many articles were now free of 
duty, which formerly paid heavy duties; many 
others were reduced in duty ; and the fair effect of

these abolitions, and reductions, would be a dimi. 
nution of revenue even without a diminution of im. 
ports; yet the Secre ary’s estimite, made at thie 
commencement of the session, was more than real 
ized, and showed the gratifying spectacle of a full 
and overflowing ‘Treasury, instead of an emp'y one 
which had been predicted ; and left to Congress the 
grateful occupation of further reducing taxes, in- 
stead of the odious task of borrowing money, as had 
been so loudly anticipated for six months past. The 
revenue accruing from imports in the first quarter 
of the present year, was 5,344,540 dollars ; the pay- 
ments actually made into the Treasury from the 
Custom houses for the same quarter, was 4,435,386 
dollars; and the payments from the lands for the 
same time, was 1,398,206 dollars. The two first 
months of the second quarter were producing in full 
ratio to the first quarter; and the actual amount of 
available funds. in the Treasury on the 9h day of 
this month, was ELEVEN MILLIONS, TWO 
HUNDRED AND: FORTY.NINE THOUSAND, 
FOUR HUNDRED AND TWELVE DOLLARS. 
The tivo last quarters of the year, were always most 
productive. It was the time of the largest importa- 
tions of foreign goods.which pay the most duty— 
the woollens—and. the. season also fur the largest 


mate will be more largely exceeded in those quarters 
than in the two first; and that the excess for the 
whole year, over the es imate, will be full two mil 
lions of dollars. ‘This, Mr. B. said, was one of the 
evidences of public prosperity which the report con. 
tuined; and which utterly contradicted the idea of 
distress and commercial embarrassment “hich had 
been propagated, from this Chamber, for the last six 
months. 

Mr. B. proceeded to the next evidence of commer. 
cial prosperity. * * ® * 

A third evidence of national prosperity wasin the 
sales of the public lands. Mr. B. had, ona former 
occasion, adverted to these sales, so far asthe first 
quarter was concerned ; and had shown that instead 
of falling off, as had been predicted on this floor, the 
revenue from the sales of these lands had actually 
doubled and morethan doubled, what they were in 
the first quarter of 1833. The receipts for lands, for 
for the first quarter of 
the present year they were $1,393,206 ; being two to 
ove, and $60,0000ver! The reevipts for the two first 
months of the second quarter, were also known, and 
would carry the revenue from lands, for the first five 
months of this year, to two millions of dollars; indi- 
eating five millions for the whole year; an enormous 
amount, from which the people of the new States 
ought to bein some degree, relieved, by A REDUC- 
TION IN THE PRICE OF LANDS. Mr. B. beg 
ged, tn the most emphatic terms, to. remind the 
Senate, that atthe commencement of the session, the 
sales of the public lands were selected as one of the 
critnrions by which the ruin and desolation. of the 
country was to bejudged. It was then, predicted, 
and the predietion put forth with all the boldness of 
infallible prophesy, that the removal of the deposits 
would stop the sales of the public lands ; that money 
would disappear; and the people have nothing to 
buy with; thatthe produce of the earth would rot 
upon the hands of thefarmer. ‘lhese were the pre- 
dictions; and ifthe sales had really declined, whata 
proof would immediately be found in the fact to prove 
the truth of the prophecy, and the dire effects of 
changing the public moneys from one set of banking 
houses to anothert- But there is nodecline ; but a 
doubling of the former product ; anda fair conelu- 
sion thence deduced thatthe new States, inthe inte- 
rior, are as prosperous asthe old ones, on the sea 
cvast. 

Having proved the general prosperity of the country 
from these infallible data : flourishing revenue—flour.- 
ishing commerce—increased arrivals of ships—and 
increased sales of public lands, Mr. B. said that he 
was far from denying that actual distress had existed. 
He had admitted the fact of that distress heretofore, 
not to the extent ‘o which it was charged, but to a 
sufficient extent to excite sympathy for the sufferers ; 
and he had distinctly charged the whole distress that 
did existto the Bank of the United States, and the 
Senate of the Uuited States—to the screw and pres- 
sure operations of the Bank, and the alarm 
speeches inthe Senate. He had made this charge ; 
and made it under a full sense of the moral responsi- 
bility which he owed to the People, in affirming any 
thing from this elevated theatre. He had, therefore, 
given his proofs to accompany the charge; and he 
had now to sayto the Senate, and through the Senate 
to the People, that he found new proofs for that 
charge im the detailed statements of the accruing 
revenue, whieh had been called for by the Senate, 
and furnished by the Secretary of the Treasury. * * 

Mr. B. had a further view to give of the prosper 
ity of the country, and further evidence to show that 
all the d.stress really suffered was factitious and un 
natural. It was inthe great increase of money in 
the United States during the last year and a half. 
He spoke of money, not paper promises to pay mo- 
ney, but the thing itself—real gold and silver—and 
affirmed thot there was a clear gain of from EIGH.-

within the time that he had mentioned. He thea, 
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took up the custom-house returns to verify this very 
important statement. 

Mr. Benton recapitulated the evidences of nation. 
al prosp*rity—inereased reports—revenue from cus- 
toms exceeding the estimiutes—increased revenue 
from public lands—increased amount of specie— 
above eleven millions of available funds now in the 
Treasury—domestic and foreign commerce active — 
the price of produce and property fair and good—la- 
bor every where finding employment and reward 
more money in the conntry than ever was in it at 
any one time before—the numerous advertisements 
for the purchase of slives, in the pipers of this for 
the southern tnarket, which indicated the high price 
of Southern products—-and affirined his conscientious 
belief, thatthe country was more prosperous at this 


time than at any former period of its existence ; 


: 


and inveighed in terms of strong indignation against 


the arts and artifices, which, for the last six mouths, | 


had disturbed and agitatedthe country, and done se. 
rious mischief to many individuals. He regretted 
the misgarriage of the attempt to examine the Bink 
of the United States, which would have completed 
the proof aguinsi that institution for its share in 
geting up an unnatural and factitious scene of dis- 
tress, in the midst of real prosperity. Bat he did not 
limit his invective tothe Bink, but came direc'ly to 
the Senate, and charged u full share upon the theat- 
rical distress speeches, delivered upon the floor of the 
Senate, in imitation of Volney’s soliloquy over the 
ruins of Palmyra. He repeated some passages from 
the most affecting of those lamentations over the 
desolation of the country, such as the Senate had 
been accustrmed to hear about the time of the New 
York elections. “The canal a solitude. The lake 
@ desert waste of waters. That populous city, lute. 
ly resounding with the hum of busy multitudes, now 
silent @nd sad. A whole nation, in the midst of un- 
paralled prosperity, and Arcadian felicity, suddenly 
siruck into poverty, and plunged into unuttcrable woe, 
by the direful act of one wilful man.” Such, sii! 
Mr B., were the lamentations overthe ruins, not of 
the ‘T'admol! in the desert, but of this America, whose 
true condition you have just seen exhibited in the 
faithful report of the Secretery of the Treasury. Not 
even the * buseless fabric of a vision,” was even more 
destitute of a foundation than those lamentable ac- 
counts of desolation. ‘The lamentation has ceased; 
the panic has gone off; would to God he could fol. 
low out the noble line of the poet, and say, “leaving 
not a wreck behind.” But he could not say that. 
There were wrecks! wrecks of merchan 8 in every 
city, in which the Bank tried its cruel po'icy, and 
wrecks of Banks in this District, where the panic 
speecies fell thickest and loudest upon the ears of 
an astonished and terrified community. 


But, continued Mr. B., the game is up; the alarm 
is over; the people are tired of it; the agitators 
fhave ceased to work the engine of alarm. A month 
ago he had said it was * the last of pea-time,” with 
these distress momorials; he would now use a 
bolder figure, and say, that the Secretary's report 
read, had expelled forever the ghost of alarm from 
the chamber of the Senate. All ghosts, said Mr. B., 
are afraid of the light. ‘Tho crowing of the cock,— 
the break of day—remits them all, the whole sha. 
dowy tribe, to their dark and dreary abode. How 
then can this poor ghost of alarm, which has done 
such bard service tor six months past, how can it 
stand the full light, the broad glare, the clear sun. 
shine of the Secretary's report? “Alas, poor ghost !” 
The shade of the “ noble Dane” never quit tho stage 
under a more inexorable law than that one which 
now drives thee away. ‘This réport, replete wi'h 
plain facts and laminous truths, puts to flight the 
apparition of distress, breaks down the whole ma- 
chinery of alarm, and proves that the American 
people are, at this day, the most prosperous people 
on which the benefits of Heaven did ever shine ! 

Mr. B. congratulated himself that the spectre of 
distress could never be made to cross the Mississippi. 
it made but slow progress any where in the Great 
Valley ; but bauiked at the King of Floods. A letter 
from St. Louis informed him that an attempt had 
ust been made to get up a distress meeting at St. 
ous, but without effect. ‘The officers were ob- 
tained, and according to the approved rule of such 
meotings, they were converts from Jacksonism ; but 
there the distressed proceedings stopped, and took 
another turn. ‘The farce could not be played in that 
town, ‘The actors would not mount the stage.* 


Mr. B. spoke of the circulation of the Bank of the

U. States, and said that its notes might be with- 
drawn without being felt or known by the commu.

The Foreign Coin Bill, 
and the Gold Bill, would give the country many 
| dollars in specie, without interest, for each paper 
dollar which the Bank issues, and for which the 
country pays so dearly. The dissolution of the 
| Bank would turn out twelve millions and a quarter 
of specie, to circulate anong the people; and the 
sooner that is done the better it will be for the 
country. 

Mr. B. said, that among the strange events which 
took place in this world, nothing could be more 
strange than to find, in our own country, and in 
the 19th century, any practical illustration of the 
ancient doctrine of the metempsychosis. Stranger 
still, if that doctrine should beso far employed, as 
to take effect in soul-less Sodics; for, according to 
the founder of the doctrine, the soul alone could 
transmnigrate.t Now corporations had no souls; 
that was law, laid down by all the books; and of all 
corporations, moneyed ones, especially, and above 
wll, the bank of the United States, was most soul- 
less. Yet, the rumor was, that this bank intended 
to attempt the operation of effecting a transfer of 
her soul ; and afier submitting to death in her pre- 
(sent form, to rise up in a new one. Mr. B. said he, 
for one, should be ready fur the old sinner, come in 
the body of what beast it mght. No form should 
deceive him ; not even, if its condescendnd, in its

A word more, and Mr. B. wes done. It was a 
word to those gentlemen whose declarations, many 
| ten thousund times issued froin this floor, had delud- 
ed an hundred thousand people to send memorials 
here, certifying what those gentlemen so incenti- 
nntly rep>.ted, that the REMOVAL of the DEPO- 
SITES had made the DISTRESS ; and nothing 
but thee RESTORATION of the DEPOSITES 
or the RENEWAL of the CHARTER could RE- 
MOVE the DISTRESS ! Well the deposites are 
not restored, and the charter is not renewed; and 
yet the distress is gone!

Yes! repeated and 
exclaimed Mr. B, with great emphasis, the deposites 
ure nel restored—the charier is not renewed—ihe 
distress is gone—and the distress speeches have 
ceased! No more lamentation over the desolation 
of the lind now; and the gentleman who should 
undertake to entertain the Senate again in that way, 
in the face of the present national prosperity—in 
the face of the present report from the Secretary of 
the Treasury— would be stared at, asthe Trojans 
were accustomed to stare at the frantic exhibitions 
of Priam’s distracted daughter, while anticipating 
the downfal of ‘roy in the midst of the heroic ex- 
ploits of Hector.

ner last week, a beautifuland interesting womin. of 
one of our most respectable families.

ning, Mrs. Buckner, the mother cf the bride, had q 
large quantity of custard made, and sent to the hou. 
ses of her married children. On Sunday, Mrs. Fos. 
ter (her daughter) was taken ill, and died ina few 
hours. While the company was assembling for her 
funeral, a daughter of her’s became suddenly ill, and 
her funeral was postponed, that both might be buri.

Poison having been suspected, the servants are all 
in prison, but there is no evidence, external or in. 
ternal, to prove the charge. ‘The contents of the 
stomach show no appearance of poison. The symp- 
toms in all resemble those of the Asiatic Cholera— 
yet no one else has been attacked, and not one of 
that devoted family who avoided the custard. All 
who ate of it have died or are ill. ‘The physicians 
and magistrates are all in alarm and bustle, and no 
two people scem to agree in opinion as to the true 
cause of this melancholy visitation. 





EartuquakE aTSanta Martua.—Tlie brig Me- 
dina, Captain Spencer, from Rio Hacha, New Grana- 
da, brings intelligence of an earthquake which hap- 
pened on Santa Martha on the 22d ultimo, and was 
continued in successive shocks through the three fol- 
lowing days. The violence of the earthquake was 
so great as to destroy the principal buildings in the 
city. The first shock was the most severe and last- 
ed three quarters of a minute. In the course of the 
four days sixty distinct shock were experienced. 
The earth cracked in fissures of six inches in width, 
and some places water, hot and sulphurous, was 
ejected through the openings. No lives were lost, 
and few personsinjured. The city, at the date of the 
accounts, had been entirely deserted by the inhabi- 
tants. The first shock was sensibly felt at Rio Ha- 
cha, and fears were entertained that Carthagena may 
have suffered severely from the convulsion.—Post.

Lonpon Potice—Cvurious Mistake.—Two men of 
unimpeachable character were brought before the 

ord Mayor,under the following odJ circumstances: 

The owner of a horse and curt had occasion to 
stop at a shop near the Mansion House, but he was 
not long in the place wh:n he was surprised to see 
the two defendants, who were quite strangers to 
him, deliberately get into his cart and drive off. 
He im uediately ran and shouted after them, and 
they pulled up and seemed astonished at being told 
that they had stolen the cart and horse, and that 
they must go befure the Lord Miyor to answer for 
the robbery. 

The tw» men declared that they had no more no. 
tion of stealing the nurse and cart than of stealing 
the house that they were in at that moment. They 
fiappened to meet at the place where the complain. 
aut alighted, and each believed that the cart and 
horse were the other's. One of them was extremely 
unwell at the moment, and though he liv d at a 
very short distance from the spot, he otfored the 
other sixpence to give him a drive home. The 
ether consented, unier the impression that the 
horse and cart were the property of the sick man ; 
while, on the contrary, the sick man seeing no 
other person near the horse and cart, concluded 
that they belonged to the person he asked for the 
drive. 

The sick man—I assure you, my lord, that the 
whole originated in a mistake. We, of course, 
atopped the moment we were called after, and I 
said,to: the driver, ‘* What the d—! do they want 

h your horse and cart ?” ‘ My horse and cart !” 
said the driver, “it is not mine, ‘tis yours,” 
(laughter.) “ No,” says I, ‘* I never saw it before 
in my life till you proposed to drive me, and I have 
eothing to do withit. It must be yours.” 

Tho driver—I was never so much frightened as 
when we were accused ofa robbery. We had only 
to get a few doors further; and if the man who 
asked me to drive him had not been so very ill, there 
would have been no occasion to drive at all, and we 
should have avoided this scrape. 

ft was admitted that the two men had got into 
the cart as if it really belonged to them, and the 
driver was seen receiving from the sick man the 
sixpence, which, upon finding out the mistake, he 
forthwith refunded with the greatest alacrity. It 
was stated, too, that both men lived ciose tuo the 

lace from whence they had driven the cart and 
Faves; and were very good characters. 

The Lord Mayor said the mistake was certainly 
a very odd one, and might have terminated more 
awkwardly if the complainant had not seen the two 
men drive off.
